- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 



1. (Previously presented) A method for processing a document that includes a 
plurality of fields having respective contents that have been filled into the fields, the 
method comprising: 

providing labels to be assigned respectively to the fields and one or more rules 



2. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein the rules comprise a 
criterion to be applied to the contents of a single one of the fields. 

3. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein the rules comprise a relation 
between the contents of two or more of die fields. 

4. (Original) A method according to claim 3, wherein the contents comprise 
numbers, and wherein the relation comprises a mathematical relationship between the 
numbers contained in the two or more of the fields. 

5. (Original) A method according to claim 3, wherein the contents comprise 
alphanumeric characters, and wherein the relation comprises a semantic relationship 
between words formed by the characters. 

6. (Original) A method according to claim 1, and comprising providing one or 
more geometrical rules indicating an expected geometrical relationship between two or 
more of the fields according to the labels assigned thereto, and wherein assigning the 
labels to the fields comprises applying the geometrical rules along with the rules 
applicable to the contents of the fields. 

7. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein assigning the labels 
comprises making a test assignment of the labels to the fields, and rejecting the test 
assignment if the contents of the assigned fields do not satisfy the rules applicable 
according to the labels.
